18 against reconsidering the de- 
feat of a bill allowing women res- 
idents to obtain legal abortions 
during the first 90 days of preg- 
nancy.

Wil- 
am Milliken would have re- 
ained alive for another roll 
all. Backers needed a simple 
majority of those voting to de- 
mand a revotc. 


"Gentlemen, if you think that 


his issue has been laid to rest, 
on are in for a very rude and 
Tightening awakening," deelar- 
d Sen. N. Lorraine Beebe, R- 
Dcarborn, when the vote was 
allied. 


Mrs. Beebe, Michigan's only 


voman senator, charged colleag-

following the wishes of their con- 
stituents.

winning applause from pro-re- 
form women watching the ac- 
tion from the Senate Gallery.

tion in'the United States contin- 
ues to be recorded in the Nation- 
al Audubon Society's annual cen- 
sus.

observers find fewer nests and 
eaglets.

eagle 


population. 


There are those who would 


accept with equanimity even the 
total disappearance of the bald 
eagle. They denounce it as a bird 
of prey, a cousin of the buzzard 
and the vulture, ;i lazy creature 
that prefers carrion to making 
its own kill. 
They insist it represents im- 


perial'mipJit, rapacity and brute 
power and therefore is an inap- 
propriate symbol for America, a 
nation that preaches industry, 
thrift and good neighborliness.

These plays guarantee 
the contract regardless of how 
the North-South cards are di- 
vided. Whoever wins the spade 
will have to return a heart or 
yield a ruff and discard. 


If the heart return comes 


from North, only one heart trick 
can he lost and the hand is 
over, while if the heart return 
comes from South, a finesse of 
the ten will also assure the loss 
of only one heart trick. 


The trap to avoid is the spade 


finesse. This play would cost 
the contract if it turned out that 
South had the king of spades 
and North the K-Q of hearts. 
There is no point to taking a 
finesse 
that 
jeopardizes 
the 


contract when there is a method 
of play that guarantees the 
contract 100 percent.- 


2. By far the best play is to 


now cash the ace of spades. If 
the spades are divided 2-2, the 
contract is cold even though the 
clubs are divided 4-1. You would 
continue with a club lo the ace, 
ruff a club, ruff a heart, and 
ruff another club, establishing 
the 8-7 in dummy. At worse, 
you would wind up losing one 
trick.

The Reuthers and four others 


died in the crash of a union • 
chartered jot on a trip to nor- 
thern Lower Michigan last Sat- 
urday. 


The selling for the double 


funeral was Detroit's Ford Aud- 
itorium, a Civic Center show- 
piece and a gift from the au- 
tomotive family. 


The grained oak caskets rest- 


ed parallel and alone on 
the 


huge stage, a golden curtain and 
flowers forming 
a 
backdrop. 


There was no funeral procession 
afterward. The bodies were to 
be cremated. 


The 2,926 persons with seats 


m the auditorium were there 
by invitation. So were 400 with 
basement seats 
for 
piped-in 


eulogies from the 11 speakers. 


Loud speakers were set up to 


carry the rites to those who 
gathered outside.
